Italian Premier’s Plan 
Based on Collaboration 
of Italy, Germany, 
France and England ‘To 
Promote Better Feeling.’ 


M’DONALD TO TELL

British Minister and Si- 
mon Will Stop En Route 
Home To Submit Idea 
to French. 


ROME, March 19.—(?)—A “Mus- 
solini plan” to assure an era of world 
peace was studied in conferences of 
the Italian premier with Prime Min- 
ister Ramsay MacDonald, of Great 
Britain, and his foreign secretary, 
Sir John Simon, over the week-end, 
an official communique said t day. 

Premier MacDonald and ir John. 
who had gone to Geneva to break a 
stalemate in the world disarmiment 
conference, came to Rome Saturday 
for conferences with Premier Mus- 
solini. While at Geneva >°~. Mac- 
Donald offered a new plan for dis- 
armament, 

The 
collaboration of the four European 
powers, France, Germany, Englaud 
and Italy, described as founded on 
the spirit of the Kellogg treaty and 
an international agreement to outlaw 
war. 

The communique said the British 
statesmen would leave Rome tomor- 
row, going home by way of Paris, 
where they will submit the project 
to the French government. 

. Official Statement. 

The official statement shid: 

“After a full and exhaustive ex- 
change of ideas on the general situa- 
tion, the ministers examined in these 
conversations. on project for an un- 
derstanding on larger political ques- 
tions put forward by the head of 
the Italian government, with the ob- 
ject of securing collaboration of the 
four western powers in an effort to 
promote, in the spiritsof the Kellogg 
pact and a ‘no force’ declaration, 
a long period of peace for Europe 
and the world.” 

The “no force’ agreement 
tioned in the text refers to a declara- 
tion signed at Geneva by Great Brit- 
ain, Germany, France and Italy last 
December 11 indorsing a principle 
of simultanous equality of status for 
Germany and security for France. 
The United States signed a part of 
the agreement.” 

It was this agreement which in- 
duced Germany to return to the world 
disarmament conference after she had 
withdrawn. 

Italian officials said the French 
and German governments have been 
kept fully informed of the conversa- 
tions and already have _ received 
copies of Signor Mussolini's project, 
which they now were studying. 

Contents Not Divulged. 

No indication was given as to the 
contents of the project, but it was 
officially stated that Il Duce had 
prepared it before’ Mr. MacDonald 
arrived. 

It is based on a speech by the 
Italian premier at Turin last October 
23 in which he said collaboration of 
the four western powers furnished 
the only means for securing perma- 
nent peace in Europe. 

The communigue did not mention 
Mr. MacDonald’s disarmament plan.

Deadline Extended 
On Hoarding of Gold 


CHICAGO, March 19.—(4)—No- 
tification that the federal reserve 
board has extended until March 27 
the deadline for the return of 
hoarded gold was received today by 
officials of the seventh federal re- 
serve district from Washington. 
The original time limit for rede- 
posit of the metal expired last Fri- 
day night, but officials announced 
they would accept it without pen- 
alty until further notice. 

Today's telegram was regarded as 
setting a definite deadline. The 
telegram followed: 

“The federal reserve board has 
extended unt!: March 27 the final 
date in regards to gold. It is re- 
questec that you prepare and for- 
ward to the board after March 27 
as complete as can be made from 
banks in your district a list of all 
persons who have withdrawn gold 
from banks since February 1, 1933, 
and who have not redeposited it in 
those banks by March 27, 1933.” 


UnIO VALLEY FLOOD 
TAKES FIVE LIVES; 


Highest Waters Since 1913 

Inundate Area From 
West Virginia to Indi- 
ana; Cities Menaced. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, March 19.— 
(P)—The worst flood since 1913 raged 
tonight through the Ohio river valley 
all the way from West Virginia to 
Indiana, accompanied by five deaths 
and property damage as thousands of 
acres of land were inundated. 

The city of Portsmouth was threat- 
ened as the swollen waters beat 
against a wall protecting the city, 
and the mayor issued a proclamation 
warning the residents to be ready to 
flee. All highways leading into the 
city were inundated. 

Thirty-five city blocks in Newport, 
Ky., were under water and the Ohio 
river, eight feet above flood stage, 
was still rising. 

Adams, Pike, Jackson and Scioto 
counties, Olid, “were -virturtly “cat ‘of 
from the outside, and the residents 
of near-by Greenup, Ky., were aban- 
doning their homes. 

Hundreds of families in the Ohio 
valley were driven from their homes, 
and many were marooned. Rescuers 
in boats worked feverishly to carry 
them to safety. 

The water poured down the main 
street of Manchester, Ohio, sweeping 
into business houses and homes. Hard- 
in, Youngs and Otway in Scioto coun- 


| ty were under several inches of water.

Three men drowned in Covington, 
Ky., when a wall of water swept their 
automobile into a creek. At Law- 
renceburg, Ind., the death of 14-year- 
old Charles Stephens was attributed 
indirectly to the flood conditions. He 
found a bottle adrift, drank from it, 
suffered convulsions and died. 

At California, Ky., Gale Thrig, 18, 
was killed when the skiff in which 
he and three other boys were cruising 
overturned near a water-logged power 
transformer. 

The iower east end of Cincinnati 
was threatened with great damage as 
the waters of the little Miami river 
lashed at a protecting levee. Hun- 
dreds of men were put to work chop- 
ping the embankment away to per- 
mit the water to come in slowly. Dis-

Three Measures To Be 
Introduced; President 
Roosevelt To Speed 
Economy Program.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—(/)— | 


President Roosevelt expects to begin 
wielding the economy ax just given 
him by congress before the end of the 


month. 

He hopes to lop off $500,000,000 in 
expenditures aa the big step toward 
balancing the budget which he regards 
as vital to the other economic legisla- 
tive proposals he is forwarding to 
congress shortly. 

The economy program is to include 
savings of about $280,000,000 in re- 
duced veterans’ compensations; $120,- 
000,000 in lowered salaries; and $100,- 
000,000 through government reorgani- 
zation. 

In addition, the president is count- 
ing on about $125,000,000 new reve- 
nue from the beer legislation and 
$150,000,000 from a renewal of the 
gasoline levy. 

Preparing Permanent Program. 

With this prospective $775,000,000 
dent in the federal deficit, the presi- 
dent confidently is preparing a per- 
manent recovery program including a 
gigantic public works employment 
proposal and. railroad and banking 
reorganization. 

He will send, meanwhile, an emer- 
gency proposal to congress this week 
aimed at giving 200,000 men jobs in 
a vast reforestation project. Mark- 
ing this measure as “urgent,” the 
president hopes to have congress fin- 
ish work on the emergency phase of 
his program before the end of the 
week, 

An entire new system of govern- 
ment salaries and veterans’ allow- 
anees is being framed by his aides and. 
will be ready for him within two or 
three days. He intends to put it into 
effect in all probability by the first 
of April. 

Senator Wagner, of New York, the 
administration authority on employ- 
ment, will start things going on un- 
employment relief with the introduc- 
tion tomorrow of three bills. 

These measures will provide for lib- 
eralization of the Reconstruction Cor- 
poration rules to permit immediate 
launching of a large-scale local con- 


struction program; the establishment | 
state- | 


of a nationally-co-ordinated, 
operated system of employment of- 
fices; and federal encouragement for 
establishment of unemployment insur- 
ance systems in the states. 

Wagner Lauds Roosevelt. 

Senator Wagner said “the electrify- 
ing leadership” of President Roosevelt 
had started a definite national recov- 
ery but “a solid understructure”’ now 
must be built. 

Mr. Roosevelt is drafting a broad 
employment and relief proposal to be 
submitted later. It is believed to in- 
clude suggestions made today by Wag- 
ner for initiation of a large, bonded 
federal public works program and the 
provision of “adequate relief against 
distress.” 

With the wheels of the executive 
and legislative branches of the new 
government busily whirling out the 
“new deal” program with almost un- 
precedented speed, Mr. Roosevelt re- 
laxed today for about the first time 
in his two weeks at the White House. 

He is ready to put forward his 
emergency employment proposal but 
probably will await house action on 
the farm bill, which is expected early 
this week. 

He then will go ahead on hie rail- 
road, banking and public works pro- 
posals in rapid order and, with con- 
gressional leaders, he believes an ad- 
journment of this congress may be

Nation’s State Legislatures 
Thrusting Lance of Economy

CHICAGO, March 19.—(#)—Deep 
into governmental costs, the nation’s 
state legislatures are thrusting the 
lance of economy, slashing at budgets, 
performing amputations on appropria- 
tions. 

One of the chief concerns of the as- 


'semblies, a survey today revealed, is 


to make a dollar do what entailed 
the expenditure of a dollar and a 
quarter—and even more—during the 
last biennium. 

For example, Pennsylvania's legis- 
lature is studying a committee report 
recommending economies ranging from 
$13,000,000 to $21,000,000 below the 
$158,000,000 budget proposed by Gov- 
ernor Pinchot. 

Across the continent, the California 
assembly’s ways and means committee 
is seeking to cut by 15 per cent the 
administration's $258,700,000 biennial 
budget recommendation. 


Wisconsin’s senate expects to re- 
ceive from committee on Wednesday 
an administration economy bill pro- 
viding a $15,000,000 reduction in the 
biennial budget. Iowa legislators have 
approved 38 of 75 tax reduction bills 
—part of the $25,000,000 tax cutting 
program.

Witnesses for Execution Summoned To Appear 
~at Florida State Prison at 8:30 
This Morning. 


Giuseppe Zangara, the assassin, will ‘ 


pay the death pénalty in the electric 
chair here at 9 a. m., tomorrow for 
the murder of Mayor Anton J. Cer- 
mak, of Chicago. 

Witnesses for the execution have 


been summoned to appear at the state 
prison here at 8:30 a. m., tomorrow 


morning. 
Sheriff Dan Hardie, of Dade coun- 


ty, where the Italian zealot shot 
Mayor Cermak and tour other persons 
February 15 in attempting the as- 
sassination of President Roosevelt, 
is en route to the prison. He must 
be present at the execution. 
Zangara spent a quiet day in his 
cell next to the execution chamber. 
He had no visitors except Superin- 


tendent L. F: Chapman, whose talk 
with the condemned man was casual. 

Zangara made no requests except 
to ask for a chicken dinner. The 
man who said he tried to kill Presi- 
dent Roosevelt because he had “beeg 
stomach pains” ate the meal heartily. 
While -in the Dade county jail he 
had insisted on milk or eggs and 
ate very little, complaining alput his 
stomach, 

Today, Zangara either lay or sat 
on his cot in the small death cell 
while outside in the prison yard the 
first baseball game of the year he- 
tween prison teams was_ played under

Zangara had not been notified this 
afternoon that he is to die tomor- 
row. 

_ Despite the early hour of the execu- 
tion tomorrow there were no special 
preparations at the prison to7ay. 

No definite plans were made for 
disposition of Zangara’s body after 
the execution. He : no relatives 
in this country so far as is known, 
and he has made no reques‘s regard- 
ing his burial. 

Governor Dave -Sholtz at Talla- 
hassee said several requests 
been received from clinics and medi- 
cal schools desiring to obtain the 
body for scientific purposes. He did 
not say what would be done about 
these requests. 

Zangara’s father lives near the 
town of Ferruzzano, Calabria, Italy, 
accorc g to the condemned man’s 
own story, told on the witness stand 
in the Miami court room. 

Mayor Cermak died in Miami 
March 6 after a 19-day battle against 
his wound and subsequent complica- 
tions. A coroner’s verdict was that 
his death resulted from the bullet 
fired by Zangara from a cheap pawn- 
shop pistol. 

Besides Cermak, Zangara shot Mrs. 
Joe H. Gill, prominent Miami society 
woman, now recovering after a criti-

pass. 

The operation was designed to end 
repeated Chinese counter-attacks at 
Hsifengkow, at which pass Japanese 


and Chinese troops for days have 


'been engaged in bitter conflict, for the 


passageway controls a highway lead- 
ing southwestward to Peiping. 

The reports of Major General Hat- 
tori’s foray beyond the Great Wall 
followed repeated reports that the 
Chinese feared such an incursion if 
the Japanese retained their hold on 
the pass in the wall, which forms the 
boundary between Jehol province and 
north China proper. 

The Japanese apparently had suc- 
ceeded in taking—or keeping—Hsifeng 
pass, since the Chinese were said by 
the Rengo oorrespondert to have 
abandoned all strong positions south 
of Hsifengkow and to have retreated 
southeastward along the Lwan river. 

(Conflicting reports last week said 
that the Chinese held the pass and 
that the Japanese -had occupied it 
after severe fighting.) 

General Sung Cheh-yuan, com- 
mander of the 28th Chinese army. 
threw his entire command against the 
Japanese during the past week, the 
Rengo correspondent reported today. 
and attacked Hsifengkow daily, al- 
though Japanese leaders claimed their 
machine gun units had mowed down 
hundreds of the attacking troops. 

More than a_ thousand Chinese 
bodies were left on the battlefield 
after days of fighting which preceded 
the occupation of Sahochiao, the re- 
ports said. 

Other dispatches to vernacular 
newspapers reported a general Chi- 
nese retirement from positions hither- 
to maintained south of the Great 
Wall passes.

BARS LET DOWN 
FOR STATE BANKS 


Unopened Federal Re- 
serve Members Permit- 
ted To Pay 5 Per Cent. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—(4)—~— 
The treasury today. authorized un- 
openkt 
fedéral resérve, to permit withdrawals 
of amounts not exceeding 5 per cent 
of their deposits. 

The formal announcement by Secre- 
tary Woodin fo'lows: 

“Any state . banking institution 
which is a member of the federal re- 
serve system and which is not licensed 
by the secretary of the treasury to 
reopen for the performance of usual 
banking functions. may, with the ap- 
proval of the appropriate state au- 
thority having immediate supervision 
of such banking institutions, permit 
withdrawals bv depositors and make 
payments to creditors of such per- 
centage of the amounts due to them 
{not exceeding 5 per cent) as it may 
determine, provided that when or be- 
fore the time of such withdrawls or 
payment, it shall make available for 
such purpose a fund for the benefit of 
and sufficient to pay all due deposi- 
tors and creditors the percentage so 
determined. 

“This regulation shall not in any 
way affect any right created by regu- 
lation number seven nor limit or re- 
strict any payment thereby author- 
ized. (Regulation number seven pro- 
vides for reponing of new accounts 
to be placed in trust for 100 per cent 
withdrawal.) 

“Any right to authorize with- 
drawals or payment under the terms 
of this regulation shall terminate 
upon the appointment of any con- 
servator, receiver or other appro- 
priate state official taking charge 
of the affairs of such banking insti- 
tutions.” 

At the same time Secretary Wood- 
in issued a regulation declaring that 
after the close of business on March 
18, 1933, treasury regulations six and 
ten, as amended, shall be without 
force or effect. 

The regulations specified concern 
withdrawals for the transportation of 
food and feed products, for the meet- 
ing of pay rolls and for the neces- 
sities of life. 

It was explained unofficially that 
these regulations were repealed in or- 
der to conserve the assets of banks 
closed or under conservators. Offi- 
cials feel, it was said, that with the 
number of banks now open sufficient 
funds are available to meet pay rolls 
= provide for the necessities of 
ife.

APPROVAL SEEN 


OF ECONOMY, BEER 
MEASURES TODAY 


Leaders Confident Both 
Bills Will Be Ready for 
Roosevelt’s Signature 
Before Nightfall.

WASHINGTON. March 19.—(/)— 
Congress resumes tomorrow the speedy 
‘pace set by the Roosevelt administra- 
‘tion to put the finishing touches to 
budget balancing. beer and ecenomy 
legislation before turning, in a more 
deliberate mood, to agriculture and 
state bank relief proposals. 

Refreshed from a week-end respite 
after eight intensive and action-filled 
legislative days of the extra session, 
congress expects to send both the 
| economy and beer bills to the White 
'House for President Roosevelt’s signa- 
iture before nightfall. 

Senate and house democratic leaders 
anticipated no difficulty in the adjust- 
ment of differences betwen the two 
branches on the Cullen beer bill. Only 
the signiture oi Vice President Gar- 
ner remains to complete congressional 
action on the $500, 000 economy 
measure. The vice president must sign 
the bill while the senate is in session. 

Speaker Rainey and Representative 
Byrns, of Tennessee. democratic floor 
leader, predicted today a compromise 


satisfactory to congress and to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. House conferees al- 
ready have been appointed. Senator 
Harrison, democrat, Mississippi, chair- 
man of the senate finance committee, 
said he would ask for the appointment 
of senate conferees tomorrow as soon 
as that branch meets. 
Beer Conference Early Today. 

It is planned to hold an informal 
meeting of the conferees earlier in 
the day in a move to reach a tenta- 
tive agreement on the senate amend- 
ments reducing the alcoholic content 
of the beer bill from 3.2 to 3.05 per 
cent; legalizing wine of 3.05 per cent 
and barring sale to persons under 16 
years of age. ‘The house went on 
record against all three. 
| Indications are that the house may 


recede from the higher alcoholic con- 
tent andthe senate from-the.otheo

agreement was Senator Harrison that

This would mean that beer would 
become legalized on April 4, in states 
not having prohibitory laws. The 
bill is estimated to yield from $125,- 
000,000 to $15L,000,000 annually from 
the federal tax of $5 a barrel. 


Pending action on the beer confer- 
/ence report tomorrow, the house will 
'econsider the Steagall bill to extend 
‘the benefits of the emergency bank- 
ing act, passed on the first day of the 
special session, to banks outside of 
the federal reserve system. It is a 
substitute for the Robinson measure 
passed last week by the senate. 
Opposition Seen. 

Although Chairman Steagall, of the 
house banking committee, said it was 
favored by President Roosevelt, indi- 
cations are that it will run into oppo- 
sition headed by Representative Snell, 
'of New York, the republican leader, 
who claims that banks which have re- 
fused to contribute to the federal re- 
serve system should not have access 
to its benefits. 

The bill would authorize non-mem- 
ber banks and trust companies to bor- 
row from federal reserve banks on 
time and demand notes; and these 
would be made eligible for the issue, 
‘up to 90 per cent of their value, of 
federal reserve currency. 

Efforts are to be made by the house 
democratic leadership to expedite ac- 
tion of the administration’s experi- 
mental farm relief bill.

The Foreign Policy Association, in a 
review of the American attitude to- 
ward Russia, today declared’ that 
“with the inauguration of the Roose

“According to some observers,” the 
report added, “recognition should 
accorded as early as possible in the

There were, however, forces which 
would tend to promote speed, includ- 
ing the early approach of planting of 
the crops affected by the measure, the 
united support of farm organizations 
and the president’s frank assumption 
of responsibility for the measure, 
along with his pledge to be the first 
to acknowledge failure in event it 
does not succeed,

first step scheduled tomorrow in the 
house. Its agriculture committee was 
reported prepared to act quickly upon 
it. Chairman Jones indicated that he 
hopes to simplify it but does not con- 
template rewriting jit to the extent of 
changing its fundamentals.

AINSWORTH SAYS BEER 
WILL HURT BUSINESS 


Methodist Bishop Hopes 
President Will Veto 
“Lawless” Bill. 


ATHENS, Ga., March 19.—(4)— 
Bishop ‘W. N. Ainsworth, of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
in an address here today expressed 
the hope that President Roosevelt 
would “refuse to approve” acts of 
congress in passing a beer bill. 

“Liquor will not promote patience 
and steady people’s heads and beer 
will be a mockery in place of bread. 
It will retard the country’s economic 
recovery,’ he said. “No depressed 
business man ever did drink himself 
into prosperity and no distressed na- 
tion can. 

“Liquor is in the saddle at Wash- 
ington and is riding with whip and 
spur. Campaign pledges against the 
saloon don’t count any more,’ the 
bishop said. 

Bishop Ainsworth said the proposed 
action of congress would institute a 
program of sales promotion whose 
object would be a bottle in every side- 
board and a glass in the hands of ev- 
ery man and woman and every boy 
and girl in America. 

“Thoughtful men must _ stand 
amazed at the lawlessness of the law- 
makers themselves,” he declared. The 
bishop said the 18th amendment was 
a part of the constitution, that every 
congressman had taken an oath to 
uphold it and that “no reason can 
reconcile a congressman's oath and the 
approval of this beer.” 

He added that “the congress that 
authorizes an intoxicating beer in the 
face of an unrepealed 18th amend- 
ment will go down in history as the 
arch nullifiers of their country’s con- 
stitution and as having vacated the 
oath of allegiance.” 

The bishop praised the Georgia sen- 
ators and congressmen who had op- 
posed the beer bill and said “Let us 
hope the president, whose magnifi- 
cent leadership in an hour of national 
peril has won the admiration of the 
world, will refuse to approve what a 
lawless congress has already done and 
which he never asked it to do.”

If You Are in Need of 19th-Hole 
Alibis, Consider These 


Brand-new alibis for the 19th hole: 

“Would have made a par three on that 14th green if some 
fool hadn’t taken a shot at me.” 

“Why, that’s nothing. Look at me reaching the third green 
in two and then just when | line up the putt that machine gun 
Starts to bark. Dashed nuisance this.” 

The golfer is a hardy animal despite the many who 
“‘shush-shush” each whisper or move of the caddy as 
they prepare for a shot. But none so hardy as the 
Englishmen of whom Gordon Sinclair writes in his new 
book on India, “‘Foot-Loose in India.” 

‘The city of Peshawar, in the vast plains of Afghanistan, are 
labeled the “‘last great home of the marauding males who would 
rather fight than eat.” The city of Peshawar itself is surround- 
ed by stone walls. Beyond them are the tripled lines of elec- 
trically-charged barb wire. 

And beyond that is the regulation 18-hole golf 
course. 

Sinclair describes it as the only golf course in the world where 
golfers carry pistols and where there are army pill boxes with 
soldiers and machine guns inside and where armed guards follow 
one about. 

Because the jolly Sikhs who hate the English, like 
to get off a quarter of a mile and take a pot shot at the 
golfers. They delight in plowing up the green with a 
bullet just as you line up a putt. The bullet, of course, 
may plow up the golfer instead. It all depends on the 
aim. 

“It’s all a bit incredible as if you were walking around in a 
fog,”’ writes Sinclair. ‘“‘With evil eyes looking down from some 
rocky lair the players, many of them women, go on pitching 
and putting as if it were a pleasant little course in England. No- 
body, in fact, has been shot for five months. Wonderful 
record.” 

These handicaps, peculiar to Afghanistan, would indicate 
that the English are even a hardier race of golfers than the Amer- 
icans. J am very much afraid that a great many of the usual 
Saturday and Sunday foursomes at the Atlanta courses would 
drop off a bit if there were some hairy villains taking pot shots 
at the players. And the sigh of machine guns poking their evil 
noses from concrete pill boxes here and there about the course 
would have a most disquieting effect. 


GOLF GREENS THAT ARE RED. 
It was on the way to see the Taj Mahal, the most beauti- 
ful building in the world, that Mr. Sinclair, who, by the way, is 
a former newspaperman, found a golf course with even greater 


hazards. ; 
There are no-snipers about this course, which lies beyond 


the ruins of Delhi, but given the choice of playing in Afghanistan 
or beyond Delhi | would, along with you, select the Afghanistan 


course and the rifles and machine guns. 
The hazards at Delhi are snakes—the cobra and other vipers 


whose bite sometimes kills within 30 seconds. Ho! hum! 

“Golf at Delhi is something to write home about,” says Sinclair. “For 
example, you have three caddies. The total cost of the three is about 
16 cents for 18 holes and you do not tip, (Well, that’s something.) At 
100 in the shade three caddies are necessary. 

“The first carries your bag. He’s the boss caddy. Usually the as- 
sistants are his sons. The first assistant caddy gets himself well up the 
fairway to see where the ball lands. If it goes into the rough he runs 
in ahead to shoo away the snakes. In case you happen to be right in 
the cobra belt this ball-hunting cady will have a mongoose on a string 
and when the ball hits the rough he sends the snake killer into the long 
grass first and then follows it up himself. You pay an extra two cents 

‘for the mongoose. 

(‘I am very much afraid that the newspaper golfers of my acquaint- 
ance would break themselves hiring mongooses were they playing in 
Delhi. — I would not think of venturing out without a herd of 
them.” 

“‘The third caddy,’’ continues Sinclair, ‘‘is usually a tall, weedy Hindu 
who trails along holding an umbrella over your head. If a ball gets lost 
the three caddies put on a big league hunt because the cost of one ball 
will hire ten caddies for the whole day. 

“The ground around Delhi is brick-red and almost red-hot. The 
bunkers are a slightly lighter shade of red and sometimes sport a polite 
little warning, ‘Beware of snakes.’ The green itself is just nothing. You 
tell it from the rest because it has a little sand sprinkled on top. 

“Usually it’s bad form to pick a ball out of the cup by the hand route 
because scorpions like the shadowy inside of the hole and the sting of 
the scorpion often means death. ‘ 

“I watched a sort of la-de-da tennis match coming back from golf, 
which was momentarily interrupted by a long yellowish snake invading 
the court. The girl who was playing finished her volley and then said, 
‘Take the snake away, Joma.’ So, Joma took it away. Less excitement 
than pouring a cup of tea.” 

Mr. Sinclair gives statistics to show that every seven min- 
utes someone in India is killed by a snake.

NEW YORK, March 19.—(#)— 
The week in cotton was short but ex- 
citing. Reopening on Thursday after 
the 10-day bank holiday suspension, 
the market tried in one gulp to catch 
up with the intervening bullish hap- 
penings in the spot situation and in 
goods markets. 

But on the following day i: suf- 


fered a chill of uncertainties on the 
submission to congress of the admin- 
istration’s agricultural relief bill, and 
retracted about half of the zround 
gained. Nevertheless, at the close of 
the week prices for futures ranged 
from. $1 to $1.50 a bale above the 
prices of March 3. 

Trade opinion mirrored uncertain- 
ty and some concern on the proposal 
of a virtual dictatorship of the secre- 
tary of agriculture and because of 
the proposed processing tax on manu- 
facturers. 

To a considerable extent, however, 
the declines of Friday probably re- 
flected a weakened technical position 
resulting from the stampede of buy- 
ers on the preceding day. During 
the suspension of the futures mar- 
kets, a very large business was said 
to have been done in cotton goods 
markets, and this doubtless account- 
ed for considerable trade as well as 
speculative buying. 

Something of a reactionary trend 
also developed in goods markets as 
evidenced by slight recessions in gray 
goods from the peak prices of a fort- 
night ago. 

It was reported in trade quarters 
that demand for goods was stimu- 
lated by the resumption of futures 
trading, but there were also indica- 
tions that buyers were showing re- 
luctance to.place orders on the basis 
of the higher prices. 

At the week’s close the market for 
print cloths was quiet with 64-60s 
38 1-2-inch quoted at 3 3-8 cents a 
yard compared with 3 1-2 cents at 
the close of the previous week, 

Not much additional information 
was received by the trade regarding 
acreage prospects in the belt, and the 
consensus is that the whole acreage 
question will hinge on develo, ments 
in the relief legislation program. 
NEW ORLEANS REOPENING 

SENDS PRICES UPWARD 

NEW ORLEANS, March 19.—(#/) 
Although the cotton market remained 
closed during the fimt half of the 
week, due to the bank holidays, there 
prevailed a general impression among 
traders that when the market opened 
prices would show a sharp advance. 
This impression was confirmed when 
trading was resumed on Thursday as 
active trading months showed gains 
of 95 to 99 points over the closed 
13 days previously. 

This advance of about $5 a bale 
was based on the optimistic feeling 
created by the president’s handling 
of the banking situation and the ef- 
forts to balance the budget, coupled 
with a belief that the steps taken 
presupposed mild inflation. Although 
a part of Thursday’s advance was 
cut down by profit-taking, the net 
advance on Thursday was 80 points, 
or $4 a bale. 

A decidedly reactionary tendency 
developed Friday, due mainly to a 
bearish view taken of the farm re- 
lief measure introduced in congress 
and the advance of the previous day 
was reduced one-half by a decline of 
40 points. Trading, which had been 
very active on ‘Thursday, decreased 
Friday and was rather quiet during 
the short session of Saturday. Net 
gain for the week was about 40 
points. 

Demand for spots, which had been 
negligible during the holiday perio, 
revived somewhat during the closing 
days of the week, coming mainly from 
domestic mills. The export demand 
was small and the exports for the 
week were decidedly light, as the un- 
settlement of foreign exchange has in- 
duced shippers to hold off. The to- 
tal exports for the season are now 
running 450,000 bales behind last sea- 
son.
